ited Ceres with introducing valuable 
plants for cultivation. To the Amazons, 
the invention of the javelin, shield and 
b-ittlc-ax is attributed, as well as tho 
toils and nets employed by hunters. 
Leavinf the realm of mythology and 
tradition, this author attempts to show, 
that woman invented potter}', spinning, 
weaving and tho' manufacture ot lace, 
crape, and various other clothes.

Mention was made in last evening's 


Gazette; of the arrest of Patrick Burke, 
chased with the larceny of twenty-one 
dollars .from Mr. James Hushes.

morning Burko was before the municipal j 
court and plead guilty to tho charge, and 
was sentenced to one year's hard Jabor 
m the stato prison, the first ten days in 
July to bo in solitary confinment. 


Burko was immediately reconized by 


tho officials as an old offender, and a rep- 
resentative of the Gazette visited the jail 
and drew from tho prisoner tho following 
fricts: 


Burko was born in Baltimore, Mary- 


land, and carno to Eacino, Wisconsin, 
with his parents in 1813. Ho afterwards 
went to Milwaukee, where he obtained 
employment in the Belianco iron works, 
and learned the trade of a machinist, and, 
as he says, became a first class workman. 
His first trouble commenced in Milwau- 
kee; ho was convicted of burglary, and 
sentenced to hard labor in the state 
prison for ten years, but only served two 
years cud seven months, when he was 
pardoned by the covevnor. 


In a short time he was agai" arrested 


in Milwaukee, and convicted on charge 
ot burglary, and sentsnced to three years 
hard labor in tho stato prison. At tl-'s timo 
he only served two years and six mouths, 
having received six months time for good 
behavior.1 


Ho next turned up in Waukosho, where 


ho was arrested rid conv.:cted of burgla- 
ry and graud larceny, and given one year 
on each charge. On this sentence ho re- 
ceived four months time for.god behav- 
ior. 


He returned to Waukeshs.. and was 


again arrested and convicted on charge 
of house breaking, and was •- sntoncod to 
stato prison for two years. On this ho 
-was allowed three months f-'.me for good 
behavior. 


He nest turned up in this city, whore he 


Wis arrested and convicted on charge 
of breaking into the warehouse of Mr. 
O. D. Eowc, and stealing a clock. For 
this he was sentenced in January 18S2, 
for one year, and served eleven months, 
being allowed one month for good be- 
havior.

He has been in this locality for the last 


six months, and was yesterday arrested 
on tho complaint of Mr. Hughes, charg- 
ing him with the larceny of his pocket 
book and twenty-one dollars in money.
